NOVEMBER 8 CONVERSATION TO QUERY DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS, 
JEAN-PIERRE HOCKE CONCERNING OUTCOME OF MOST RECENT ICRC 
VISIT TO IRAN. 

2. WHILE OFFERING NO SPECIFICS, HOCKE STATED THAT TEAM 
HAD COMPLETED ITS MISSION SUCCESSFULLY AND WAS NOW PRE- 
PARING ITS REPORT, WHICH WILL BE DELIVERED TO THE SHAH 

IN THE NEAR FUTURE. HE SAID THAT MISSION MEMBERS HAD 
BEEN ENCOURAGED BY THE VISIT, FELT THAT IT HAD BEEN CON- 
STRUCTIVE IN GENERAL AND THAT PROGRESS WAS BEING MADE. 

HE DID NOTE THAT THERE WAS SOME OBSTRUCTION TO CERTAIN
